Having taken my place in a queue of 
half-a-dozen people at the telegraph 
counter of the General Post Office, Dublin, 
vesterday, waited for several minutes, 
but the queue, instead of thinning, grew 
larger. (‘rowing a little impatient, | 
decided to investigate the cause of the 
delay, and >y dint of much craning for- 
ward I succeeded in getting a glimpse of 
the oyerworked counter clerk through the 
brass rails which separate the Post Office 
staff from the public.

The large audience thoroughly enjoyed the 
recital, the programme being admirably 
varied, ‘There were some examples of good 
music ; ballads, instrumental selections, dance 
numbers and comedy sketches were included ;

ACud Splashing. 


While walking along the quays a few 
days ago, writes a correspondent, I 
narrowly escaped getting a shower bath of 
mud from the wheels of a passing motor 
lorry. A woman who was some distance 
behind me was not so fortunate; she 
received the full content of an adjacent 
puddle. Unfortunately, the person who 
gets splashed has little chance of redress, 
because, even if the owner of the vehicle 
is traced, he will generally disclaim respon- 
sibility and refer the aggrieved claimant 
to the local authority responsible for the 
roads. Certainly the danger of splashing 
is less on the new'y asphalted streets, but 
on many of the older roadways, and 
especially along the quays, the drainage 
leaves much to be desired: Perhaps, the 
worst feature of this street mud is that 
it is nearly always mixed with motor oil 
and leaves a dark stain when brushed. 

Motor lorries are supposed to carry anti- 
splashing devices fixed to the wheels, and 
most of them conform in this respect ; but 
the devices which consists of a brush 
fixed to the axle and suspended so as to 
prevent the mud from escaping from under 
the wheels, is usually a make-shift affair. 
often designed to deceive the eye of 
the busy policeman. I have seen some of 
these brushes pointed upwards instead of 
downwards, and others whirling merrily 
round with the wheel. The best anti- 
splash guard is a circular sheet of rubber 
fitted outside the wheel and extending 
slightly beyond its circumference, but, 
although I believe this device was patented 
in England some years ago, it is fitted 
to very few vehicles. 

What is the use, however, of compelling 
motor lorries to carry anti-splashing 
guards when ‘buses and motor cars need 
not use them? Here is a question which 
might be considered by the new 
Pedestrian’s Protection Association which 
has just been formed in England, with 
Viscount Cecil of Chelwood as President.

Che World’s Gum. 


It’s an ill wind that blows nobody good, 
so one result of prohibition in America 
has been increased prosperity for Western 
Sudan, where almost the whole world’s 
supply of gum comes from. The natives 
are fortunate in that the gum costs little 
or nothing to produce. It comes from a 
species of acacia, which springs up every- 
where like a weed, and requires no 
cultivation, the gum oozing out when a 
strip of bark is peeled off, and forming 
into lumps like sugar candy when dry. 
Curiously enough, when exported to 
Europe and America, it is not used for 
making chewing-gum, but chiefly for the 
wanufacture of sweets, gumming stamps 
and envelopes and making pastes and 
glues. Two unexpected uses of gum are 
in making up pills, and in a dressing for 
tennis courts. Gum-dust mixed with 
nud makes a good surface for hard 
ceurts, and is much used in the tropics.

It is seldom one hears of the children af 
a genius being endowed with more than 
ordinary intellectual capacity, but Lord 
Byron’s dauchter was a brilliant mathe- 
matician. Jabbage, the inventor of the 
calculating machine. acknowledged the 
assistance she gave him in his work. It 
was from papers in the possession of the 
late Earl of Lovelace that Miss Ethel Col- 
burn Mayne compiled her ‘‘Life and 
Letters of Annabella, Lady Byron,’’ which 
has aroused much controversy. The late 
earl had a distinguished war record, and 
received the D.S.O. in 1917. His son, 
Viscount Ockham. succeeds to the title.

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LECTURE AT DUBLIN 
WRITERS’ CLUB. 


MAGAZINE ILLUSTRATION, 

Mr. C. E. Kelly lectured on ‘‘ Magazine 
Illustration ” at a meeting of the Writers’ 
Club, held at 5 Leinster street, Dublin, last 
night. Going back to the closing years of 
the last century, he traced the development 
in the methods of reproduction that had oc- 
eurred within the past thirty years, and 
said that the old wood block method imposed 
terrible limitations on the artist and ' ren- 
dered him more or less dependent on the 
engraver who handled his work after him 
and rarely did him justice The wood-block 
system of reproduction, being practically all 
hand work and necessarily crude in compari- 
son with the present day photographic 
method, necessitated a certain cradeness and 
commonness of technique on the part of the 
illustrator. With the wonderful advance, 
however, in the methods of reproduction, the 
general standard of illustration, line work 
particularly, rose rapidly, and to-day the 
average commercial or humorous artist was 


‘fav ahead of some of the great men of thirty 


years ago. That advance, of course, was also 
largely due to the extraordinary influence and 
example of Phil May and Tom Brown, These 
men achieved as much with a single stroke 
as men like John Leech, of Punch, achieved 
with twenty. 

COMMERCIAL ILLUSTRATION, 

The field of commercial illustration was so 

wide that it was difficult to know what aspect 
of the matter to approach with most profit. 
The difficulty here was thai every man had 
his own sense of humour, but nevertheless 
certain broad principles must always be ob-

TRALEE, Wednesday. 

Kerry has a rightful claim to be known as 
the most sporting county in Ireland. Her 
people are partial to all forms of sport. She 
has prospered in Gaelic football, and has held 
that prosperity now for some years, this year 
winning the all-Ireland final, and, when foot- 
bail is not the chief interest of her people, 
they .tura to coursing and  horse-racing. 
Throughout the county nearly every /ittle 
town and village has its coursing meeting, 
and it is in the village of Ardfert that we 
find what is probably the most unique 
mechanical hare course m the British Isles. 

This system is worked by the exposed fly- 
wheel of a stationary engine, which conducts 
ihe ‘‘hare’’ on a rail round the course. By 
this means the use of electricity 1s unneces- 
sary. The inventor of this novel system, Mr. 
Flavin, of Tralee, has received many con- 
rn during the season which has now 
ended. The large cities may have their 
glamour and their entertainments, but Ardfert 
can compliment itself on being the only 
mechanical hare course licensed outside 
Dublin, Belfast and Cork. Ardfert to the 
Kerryman is now what the White City is to 
greyhound racing enthusiasts in England.

ALLEGED THREATENING 
LETTER, 


JUDGE’S COMMENT IN 
GALWAY CASE. 


“Look after your son at once. If there 
{s any more heard or known after him he will 
be taken out and shot like a mad dog before 
your two eyes some morning.” This was a 
passage Which occurred in a letter stated 
to have been delivered by the postman to 
Christopher Clancy, senior, who resides at 
Carraghy, Currandulla, near Galway, and for 
the alleged sending of which Thomas Hughes, 
of Monroe, was charged at Galway Circuit 
Court yesterday. 

The only evidence to connect the accused 
man with the letter was specimens of his 
handwriting, which two Civic Guard sergeants 
iook. Certain sentences were dictated to the 
accused man, which contained trap words 
from the letter, in which there was a good 
deal of misspelling. 

[he accused man was warned that he need 
not write anything if he did not wish; but 
Judge Wyse Power held that the warning 
was not sufficient, and that the accused man 
should have been told that the handwriting 
might be used in evidence against him. The 
same rule, in his (the judge's) opinion, ap- 
plied in similar circumstances to questions 
asked. 

This, continued, the judge, need not hinder 
the Guards prosecuting inquiries and asking 
questions of ordinary citizens; but when 
citizens become suspect they should not be 
trapped into making admissions. If, how- 
ever, after being warned that anything they 
say may be used in evidence, they do make 
statements, then they cannot afterwards com- 
piaty 
' Jndge Power added that iu a case of this 
kind he was inalined to think the caution 
should go deeper, and the accused person 
might be told that before he answered or not 
he was entitled to have the legal opinion of 
any solicitor he nominated. 

In the present case it was stated in evidence 
that on the second occasion on which the 
defendant was asked to write he was asked 
io attend the Civic Guard barrack, where ten 
or twelve sentences forwarded from district 
headquarters were placed before him.

it has now been suggested that a special 
Bill should be introduced in the Oireachtas to 
enable the Cork Harbour Commissioners to 
meet the cost of dredging operations in con. 
nection with the proposed extension to 
Messrs. Henry Ford’s wharf. Failing this 
step, two members of the Board—Mr. Hugo 
Flinn, the Fianna Fail Deputy, and Mr. W. 
J. O’Sullivan—have offered to guarantee the 
cest of the work, amounting to £1,200. 

These suggestions have been brought. for- 
ward in view of the fact that under their 
agreement with the Commissioners Messrs. 
Ford are bound to meet the cost of the dvedg- 
ing operations. The majority of the members 
are anxious to facilitate the firm in every 
possible manner, even to the extent of bear- 
ing the entire cost of the work, but they fee] 
that to do so would not be practicable in 
view of the clause which is embodied in the 
Cork Improvement Act of 1917. 

A cautionary note is sounded by Mr.C.C 
Mercier, who said that to commit themselves 
to this expense would establish a dangerous 
precedent, They had no power to spend this 
sum for the improvement of the wharfage 
accommodation of any private corporation, 
the use of whose docks were entirely reserved 
for themselves. 

A motion to suspend Standing Orders 
to enable the Board to consider a proposal 
that they should defray the expenses of the 
work did not gain a sufficient majority, but 
a notice of motion to that effect, handed in 
by Mr. J. C. Horne, will be considered at 
next week's meeting. 

The Commissioners accepted the offer of 
£5,000 in settlement of their claim for 
£10,000 compensation for damage to the 
navigable channel of the River Lee when 
their No. 1 hopper was sunk in August, 
1922. They also received £1,500 for damage 
to the vessel.

The floods have subsided in Strabane. It is 
understood that an Inspector from the 
Northern Ireland Ministry will visit the scene 
of the flooding to-day and inspect the wrecked 
house property. ‘I'he Ministry is to be asked 
to give a grant for the relief of distress. Some 
of the houses in Bridge street were condemned 
by an architect who inspected them yester- 


day. A number of the homeless people, our 
Strabane Correspondent learns, are to be 
given accommodation in the Convent of 
Mercy. Homeless persons are still living in 
the police barrack and technical schools. 

A baby was born in one of the flooded 
houses last Sunday, and the mother and 
child had to be removed to the district 


hospital, 
THE RELIEF COMMITTEE. 

Last Tuesday night a meeting of the Relief 
Committee was held in the technical schools. 

Mr. Andrew Gallagher, J.P.. D.L., said 
that as vet thev only had collected about 
£160. They would need at the. least £5,000. 
lt would take a tear from a stone, he added, 
to see the terrible conditions that had heen 
left hehind in the flooded zone: People were 
penniless, and all their furniture, goods, 
clothing, and even their money, lost in the 
floods. Many of the houses were now nothing 
more than wrecks. 

Captain Walshe, District Inspector, 
described the havoc and desolation caused in 
Bridge street. He told of the plight of a 
widow and her six children. 

The Committee expressed thanks for the 
many kind offers of help they had received. 

A Ladies’ Committee was appointed, with 
power to add to their numbers. Additional 
subscriptions were handed in at the meeting. 


£25,000 DAMAGE, 

The County Surveyor of Tyrone (Mr. J. 
W. Leebody) estimates that the cost of re- 
pairing the destruction caused by the floods 
will be £25,000. Most of the wrecked bridges 
are situated on the classified roads, and the 
County Council would be entitled to a 30 per 
cent. grant in the cost of replacing them.

OBJECTION. 


At the meeting of the Clonmel Mental Hospi- 
tal Committee yesterday a resolution was re- 
ceived from the Limerick Mental Hospital 
Committee protesting against the Local 
Authorities Combined Purchasing Act, 1925, 
as they considered that the system was both 
unjust and unfair to local traders. 

Mr. Timoney—This Committee passed a 
resolution on somewhat similar lines a couple 
of months ago. I based iny objection to 
combined purchasing, not on the fact that it 
would be unfair to local traders, but on the 
ground that the Combined Purchasing Board 
Was not giving satisfaction. We were sent 
soap here by the Combined Purchasing Board 
which had to be returned, and now there 
is trouble about the paint. Apart from 
that, I think that it is very much open to 
question if this Board, which costs something 
over £4,000 a year, is a saving to the rate- 
payers of £4,000. I think that is very much 
to be doubted. I would recommend the Com- 
mittee to adopt the resolution from Limerick. 

CHAIRMAN'S VIEW. 

The Chairman said that he was in agree- 
ment with Mr. Timoney as regards the Board 

that it was not unfair to local traders. The 
Committee did the best that they could for 
local traders, and it was up to them to com- 
pete with any other traders. What he ob- 
jected to was that the Board was not giving 
satisfaction. 

Mr. Cronin seconded Mr. Timoney’s pro- 
position. Local traders contributed a lot of 
revenue towards running that big institution, 
and they should derive some little benefit from 
it. He agreed that the Board was not giving 
satisfaction. He said that he was a member 
of several local boards, and there had been 
complaints about the goods supplied by the 
Combined Purchasing Board.

Lough 
Gay, which always flooded surrounding lands 
alter heavy rain, had no flooding last week 
despite the abnormal rainfall, and the Arney 
river, which was one of the most destructive 
rivers, caused very little damage, and only 
half the drainage work on this river has 
been completed. 


IRVINESTOWN WATER SUPPLY. 

Although an inquiry was held and a scheme 
proposed to sink a well for a water supply 
for IRVINESTOWN, and the contract let, Dr. 
M‘Cloy, who held the inquiry, now has held 
up the scheme on account of waste water run- 
ning into the river from the creamery, 
which is in close proximity to the proposed 
new well. Some five years ago the District 
Council bored for 230 feet in the workhouse 
grounds at a cost of £550. The scheme was 
opposed by their engineer; but the Council 
insisted. on proceeding with the work and 
found no water. The last proposed boring 
was at Moneykee, as was originally suggested 
hy Mr. Townsend, engineer to the Council.

In the celebration of Armistice Day it is 
the wish of the Government that greater 
prominence should be given to the civilian 
aspect of the Cenotaph Service. The

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ATTITUDE OF JAPA N. 
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INTERPRETATION OF THE 
WORD “ TEXT.”

TOKYO, Wednesday. 

According to present indications, the 
Foreign Minister will draft the Japanese 
reply to the invitation to the London 
Naval Disarmament Conference and 
present it for the approval of the Cabinet 
on Friday before it is despatched to 
London. 

Mr. Matsudaira, the Ambassador in 
London, may have to be asked for an inter 
pretation of the word “text ” in the final 
paragraph of the invitation, as its exact 
meaning is not considered clear here. 

The paragraph reads: “His Majesty’s 
Government have discovered no inclination 
in any quarter to set up new machinery 
for dealing with the naval disarmament 
question. On the contrary, it is hoped 
that by this means a text can be 
elaborated which will facilitate the task 
of the League of Nations Preparatory 
Commission, and of the subsequent General 
Disarmament Conference.’’ 

MINOR RESERVATIONS. 

Whilst it is still unlikely that the reply 
will contain any drastic reservations, it 
possibly may contain minor reservations, 
as it is known that certain officials 
consider that Japan should make it clear 
that she would not be satisfied with any 
agreement for limitation which involves an 
expansion of armaments. 

The question as to who is to be Japan’s 
chief delegate is still undecided, but it 
seems likely that Mr. Rei Jiro Wakatsuki, 
the former Premier, will be selected. 

Though the Asahi is the only paper 
which has so far commented on the invita- 
tion, its views appear to reflect the general 
opinion. Welcoming the invitation, the 
Asahi urges Japan to reply accepting it 
as soon as possible, and it hopes that 
France and Italy will do likewise. 

As it will reduce expenditure, the 
newspaper approves the suggestion to 
postpone the replacement of capital ships, 
but takes occasion to express dissatisfac- 
tion at the “large cruiser tonnage ’”’ 
tentatively <greed upon for Great Britain 
and America, and reiterates the demand 
that Japan must strive for actual reduc- 
we and not be content with mere limita- 

ion,

BIG CONTRACT FOR BELFAST 
FIRM. 


It transpired at a luncheon given by Mr. 
William J. Stewart, M.P. for South Belfast, 
at the Hotel Cecil, London, yesterday to 
Mons. 8. Madgearu, Kumanian Minister of 
Industry and Commerce, that a British firm, 
Messrs. Stewart and Partners, Ltd., of 
Belfast and London, have secured the con- 
tract for the reconstruction of the road from 
Bucharest to Brassov. | 

The contract price is, approximately, 
£1,000,000, and the’ work will give a con- 
siderable amount of employment for a long 
period, from which the employés of the firm 
will benefit. ' 

Mr. William Stewart, proposing the toast of 
Prarie to Rumania, said that that country 
had every desire to work with British firms 
and to introduce British capital. Rumania 
was practically a virgin country. It had 
scarcely been scratched. It had mineral 
wealth, and it was awaiting development. 
here was the question of transport and 
roads to be tackled, and there was a field 
for the motor industry. 

Sir Edward Crowe, of the Department of 
Overseas lrade, said that exporters told 
them that they could not find markets 
abroad, because tariffs had been put up 
against them. Kumania had actually reduced 
its tariffs; but it had, unfortunately, pro- 
duced, as well as a minimum, a maximum 
tariff. (Laughter.) 

He was assured that a satisfactory 
arrangement would be arrived at, whereby 
large quantities of British goods could be 
exported to Rumania at the minimum tariff, 
and Rumanian goods would come to this 
country, 

Mons, Madgearu, in reply, said that it was 
easier for Rumania to deal with Great 
Britain than with most other countries. They 
had not very great difficulties to settle. They 
desired to co-operate with Great Britain. 
He hoped that a commercial treaty between 
this country and Rumania would be one of 
the first to be arrived at, and that Great 
Britain would make use of their minimum

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SCHOOL LEAVING 
AGE. 


PROPOSAL TO, RAISE IT 
TO, FIFTEEN. 
DIFFIEULTLES FOR 
NORTHERN IRELAND.

The proposal of the British Government to 
raise the school leaving age to 15 has aroused 
considerable interest in educational and labour 
circles in Northern Ireland. It seems to have 
been assumed that the school leaving age 
would also be raised at the same time in 
Northern ireland, but it appears that there 
are certai ndifliculties in the way. In the first 
place the present inadequate school accom. 
modation would be unable to cope with the 
larzer number of pupils who would be in 
attendance. In Great Britain it is suggested 
as part of the Labour Government's pru: 
gramme that parents should get wnain!nance 
grants to enable them to keep their children 
longer at school. It is not known yet if sach 
grants are to come from the local rates or 
from Government. funds or from both. At 
any rate, if they should be made from 
Government funds Northern Ireland would be 
entitled to a proportionate grant. 

NOT A PRACTICAL POLICY. 

Speaking on the subject at the presentation 
of prizes to pupils of Ballymena Technical 
School, Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., M.P., Partia- 
fheutary Secretary to the Northern Ministry 
of Education, said that the action of the 
British Government in raising the compulsory 
school age in England to 15, commencing 
from 1951, was possibly the correct policy 
for England,.but so far as they were con- 
cerned in Ulster it was not a practical policy 
—at anv rate not at the moment. It was 
beyond their capacity at the moment, as they 
were very busy replacing the totally in- 
adequate accommodation for their existing 
primary pupils. It was, of course, lucky for 
them that the exneriment was going to be 
tried in England, because they could watch it 
carefully and see whether it was the right 
lines on which to work. If it were not there 
was an alternative to the raising of the school 
ace, and that was the development of con- 
tinuation education. They had in their 
technical schools the foundation upon which 
they might graft a syStem of continuation 
education for a large number of their 
adolescents which would in the end be far 
more profitable than the raising of the school 
age. 


SUBURBAN TRAINS—A 
CRITICISM. 


TO THF EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Have the great chiefs of the Great 
Southern Railways, in their seclusion at 
Kingsbridge, any knowledge as to what 1s 
happeaing on the suburban section of their 
line or any idea of its requirements, and do 
they ever consult anyone who knows before 
altering their time-tables? Apparently the 
ukase has gone forth that automatically, from 
the Ist October, reductions must be made in 
the train mileage on this as on other sections, 
despite the fact that the traffic on the 
suburban section is more or less constant all 
the year round, and that, consequently, any 
reduction in facilities is false economy. 

On Saturday last quite a number of would- 
be passengers for stations on the Dalkey line 
flocked to Lansdowne road Station on the 
conclusion of the . Wanderers-Old Wesley 
match. The 5.3 train had gone—and regular 
passengers knew that the sacred 5.15 Grey- 
stones “ express” did not run on Saturdays—- 
but, at all events; there had for years been a 
5.20 p.m. train which could be ‘‘ stopped” by 
request. A deputation waited on the station- 
master, and was informed that the 5.20 would 
certainly be stopped, and instructions were 
sent to that effect to the signal box. Some 
five minutes later, however, the announce- 
ment was made that the 5.20, in addition to 
the 5.15, had been discontinued on Saturdays 
as from the lst October. The comments on 
the intelligence of the Great southern 
management were not complmentury. ! 

On Sunday evening last the writer, having 
occasion to go into town by train from Black- 
rock, discovered that the Great Southern 
management considered a half-hourly service 
of trains, stopping at all stations, adequate, 
despite the fact that there has always been 
a considerable traffic on Sunday afternoons 
and“evenings, even in winter, and that for 
years past the hourly service ‘of fast trains 


to and from Bray has been maintained during 


the winter n.onths, in addition to a fifteen- 
minute service to and. from Dalkey. <A train 
for Westland row was, however, due at 
Blackrock at 6.32 p.m., and about forty 
passengers waited on the platform in the 
cold, the waiting-room having recently been 
converted into a parcels office. The train 
arrived at 6.42 with four coaches, two being 
corridor, but all shockingly overcrowded, and 
when it drew out of Blackrock it was 
scarcely possible to- move in. the corridors. 
More delay resulted at succeeding stations 
owing to congestion, and Westland row was 
reached at 6.55 instead of 6.43. This sort of 
thing is inexcusable, and is, moreover, false 
economy. First, the company institute. an 
inadequate service, worse than anything ever 
attempted prior to amalgamation; -secondly, 
they aggravate the inconvenience by providing 
a totally inadequate number of coaches on 
the trains; and, thirdly, they risk more 
delays by closing-down a number of signal 
cabins (even at Blackrock),so that apparently 
one section alone now extends from Kings- 
town to Merrion Gates. 

On week-days, too, during the rush periods, 
there is the same lack.of foresight and of 
ordinary common-sénsé in providing adequate 
accommodation on “many of the trains. 
Specially bad examples latterly have been the 
5.20 p.m: and 5.45 from Westland row, im 
addition to some of the up morning trains. 
Moreover, except-in the case of the 5.15 Grey- 
stones “ express, . no attempt appears to be 
made to make up decent sets of coaches for 
the different trains and to keep such sets 
intact, although plenty of good coaches are 
apparently available, both bogie stock and 
some excellent Midland Great Western six. 
vheelers. Even Bray trains are frequently 
comprised of ancient, dirty and uncomfort- 
able six-wheelers, the very worst of the old 
Dublin Sonth-Eastern and Great Southern 
and Western stock, which ought to have been 
scrapped long ago, or at least kept in reserve 
for emergency use only. 

It does seem to show a lack of business 
capacity, first, to endeavour, and with real 
success, to attract additional traffic by means 


| of extremely cheap fares, both daily, weekly 


and season, as so many people discovered 
during the. recent tram strike, and then to 
fail to provide adequate accommodation for 
the increased number of passengers, and, on 
top of all this, to institute such an inadequate 
Sunday service. To curtail the number of 
coaches on trains during the morning and 
evening rush periods to such an extent as to 
necessitate passengers standing in compart- 
ments and corridors, as happens daily, is not 
good policy, and, in addition, entails loss of 
time at stations while passengers wander up 
and down the platform looking for seats. 
Again, apart from the Sunday service, and 
the particular Saturday afternoon train 
previously mentioned, there has been a 
gradual retrograde policy during the past 
year or tao. useful trains having been dis- 
continued from time to time without 
adequate reason, leaving inconvenient gaps in 
what used to be an excellently arranged 
service. 

These criticisms are written by a well- 
wisher of the company and a season ticket- 
holder, in the hope that some improvement 
may result.—Yours, etg.. Ais ule.”

SUGGESTED CHANGE OF 
DATES. 


EVIDENCE AT RESUMED 
INQUIRY. 
i —-— 


Mr. ©: Green (Chairman) and Mr. Southern, 
Inspectors of the Free State Department of 
Fisheries, resumed the ‘inquiry at 53 St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, yesterday into the 
lúa by the Dublin. Board of Fishery 
Conservators for a change in the dates of the 
opening and closing of salmon fishing in the 
liver Liffey. 

Mr. E. ii. Burne, solicitor, appeared for 
the Dublin Fishery Conservators, and Mr. J. 
C. Erskine, solicitor, appeared for the Salmon 
and Trout Anglers’ Association. 

The Chairman ‘explained that some time 
ago the Dublin.Fishery Conservators passed 
a resolution’ asking the Minister to hold an 
inguiry as regards the dates for opening and 
closing of salmon fishing in the Dublin dis- 
trict, The inguiry was opened on July 40, 
and, at the request of all parties interested, 
it was adjourned until that day. They would 
now resume the inquiry and hear evidence 
for and against the application. 

CONSERVATORS' REQUEST. 

Mr. Burne said that on the previous occa- 
sion the inquiry was adjourned owing to the 
absence of Colonel Claude Cane, who knew 
more about fishing in the Liffey than any 
man living; and he would now give evidence. 
The present dates for net fishing for salmon 
in the Liffey were Ist February to 15th 
August, and for rod fishing from Ist 
February to the 3lst October. For trout 
fishing the dates were the same. 

Colonel Claude Cane said that the Liffey 
was a very changeable river as regards the 
times: of its salmon runs, He had been a 
conservator for thirty-eight years and chair- 
man of the Board for thirty-four years. Ever 
since the inception of the Board members of 
his family had been chairmen of it, and he 
could safely claim that they had done more 
than anybody else to maintain the Liffey as a 
salmon river. In 1860 the Liffey fisheries were 
virtually derelict. There was hardly a fish in 
the river. In the opinion of his uncles, that 
was due to overfishing at Islandbridge; and, 
with some other gentlemen interested in 
angling, they formed a small syndicate and 
rented Islandbridge fishery from the owner 
for seven years. For the first three years 


they did not fish the river, and for 
the remaining four years they fished it 
just. sufficiently to pay expenses, as 


they thought. .At the end of seven years 
they were £1,100 out. During these seven 
years the existing salmon ladders were con- 
structed. At this time it was considered ab- 
solutely absurd to fish before April or until 
the nets came off in August. There were 
very big runs of autumn fish in the seventies 
and eighties. 

When he first knew the river there were no 
spring runs, but big runs in September and 
October. These were all small fish of about 
7lb. From 1888 to 1892, the witness, who 
had been making experiments for three years 
by putting early fish in the river, placed 6,000 
yearlings and two-year-olds, all of which were 
marked, in a small fenced-off river on his 
own estate, and released them into the Liffey 
in February. During these three years he 
also put in 60,000 fry, and was successful in 
rearing aboyt 10 per cent. of them. Soon 
after they began to get spring fish, but for 
a long time not before March; but as the 
spring fish began to get plentiful the autumn 
fish began to die away, and for a good many 
years there were no autumn runs at all. Then 
quite suddenly they came again in 1907 and 
1908 in almost as big autumn runs as he ever 
remembered, but.only for these two years. 
There was always a run of fish in December, 
and many of the fish in the river in February 
were not fresh from the sea, but fish that 
had come up in December and waited about 
the pools. 

THE POACHERS’ KNOWLEDGE. 

He had kept records, and, aided by a mass 
of papers and family records and letters which 
he possessed, he was able to give virtually a 
full list of when the fish. first appeared in the 
river each year. These dates. varied almost 
yearly, the dates ranging from early in Feb- 
ruary to late in July. During the three years 
1904-6 salmon was hooked on his two 
miles of water. He continued to give dates 
up to 1922, when, he said, only the poachers 
knew what date the fish appeared. Since 
that time he had not fished the river. During 
his years as Chairman of the Board of Con- 
servators the Ringsend fishermen had been 
agitating to have the opening date of the 
season put back until March, as in February 
the weather was too bad, and the only per- 
sons to gain would be the Islandbridze fisher- 
men. He understood that that was greatly 
altered by the substitution of drift nets for 
the old nets. He thought that it would be 
very foolish to besin in January, because un- 
less the fish got up the river to breed the 
salmon must cease, and they would shortly 
get back to the state of affairs that existed 
in 1860. That would be killing the goose 
that laid the golden egc. ' 
fish. got up higher than his weir this year, 
and five yéars hence, when these spawn were 
getting to the salmon age, they might expect 
another bad year. He would greatly depre- 
cate any change in the salmon season, and, 
of course, anyone who would catch a trout 
in naan or indeed in February, should be 
hanged; drawn and quartered, If the date 
was put forward the rod fishing would be 
absolutely destroyed. 

. NET LICENCES. 

Mr. B. J. Newcombe,.Clerk to the Beard, 
stated that the number of licences taken out 
during 1929 was—Drift net; 83; and draught 
net, 5. He produced minutes of meetings of 
the Board, and a copy of the resolution 
which had been passed favouring a change 
in the. date of the opening of the season to 
January the 1st. Mr. Maguire had dissented 
from the resolution, 

Mr. P, C. Fagan, a representative of the 
net fishermen on the Board, told the Inspec- 
tors that he would support the change from 
the Ist February to the Ist January 1f it 
did not injure the spawning or stocking of 
the river. The men who asked him to bring 
the matter before the Board did so on the 
same condition. He had pointed out that 
there would be no use in getting a big haul 
of salmon this year and none next year. 
The evidence of Colonel Claude Cane was as 
near expert evidence as they could get, and, 
after hearing his evidence, he was satisfied 
that it was just as well to leave the opening 
date of 1st February remain unaltered. 

Mr. Burne—If you had had the information 
at the Board meeting that Colonel Cane has 
just given you would you not have asked for 
the change ?—Certainly not. 

Mr. A. Woodnutt, a member of the Board 
and of the Salmon Anglers’ Association, said 
that he had seconded the resolution asking 
that the opening date should be the Ist 
January provided that it did not interfere 
with the spawning of the fish. Spring fish 
generally came up the river early in the 
month of January. He suggested that if a 
change was t6 be made the dates for net 
fishing for salmon should be February 15 to 
August 31, and rod fishing January 16 to 
October 15, 

Answering Mr. Erskine, the witness said 
that not two per cent. of the fish caught 
were taken by rod fishermen. 

THE STOCKING OF THE RIVER. 

Mr. M. Maguire, a member of the Board, 
said that he opposed the resolution because 
he wanted the river kept stocked with fish. 
Salmon fishing in the Rivet Liffey had fallen 
by 90 per cent. during the last 50 years. In 
1881 there were ten boats with seine nets 
fishing in the Liffey, and these caught be- 
tween 40 and 80 salmon per boat per week. 
Between 1882 and 1887 there were about 17 
boats fishing. After that the fishing began to 
fail, and the number of boats dwindled. In 
1890 he thought that there were only ten 
‘boats fishing with seine nets, and for the last 
95 vears there had only been four or five 
boats fishing. Some of the fishermen were of 
opinion that if the salmon were caught on 
the way. to the spawning beds the fishing 
would be rujned. 

A- vote of thanks to the Inspectors con- 
cluded the inquiry.

GOVERNMENT SAID TO 
BE INATTENTIVE.

A meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Irish Live Stock Exporters’ and Traders’ 
Association was held in the offices, Upper 
O'Connell street, Dublin, Jast night, Mr. 
William Shaw, Chairman, presiding. 

The official return of the number of animals 
exported from Ireland to Great Britain and 
the Isle of Man during the week ended 
September 28th, 1929, showed that the total 
number of cattle was 16,355, as compared 
with 15,596 for the previous week, and 18,729 
for the corresponding week of 1928. The 
humber of sheep was 10,852, as compared 
with 17,935 in previous week; and 13,040 for 


“Corresponding week of 1928. The number of 


pigs was 5,558, as compared with 4,217 for 
previous week, and 6,754 in 1928. 

The Free State totals from Ist January to 
28th September, 1929, were as follows :-- 
Cattle, 425,831; sheep, 459,639; pigs, 155,553; 
goats, 173; horses, 5,565; asses, 180. 

The totals from ist January, 1928, to 29th 
September, 1928, were:—Cattle, 405,518: 
sheep, 454,499; pigs, 197,966; goats, 205; 
horses, 5,862; asses, 27. 

The total number of cattle exported from 
all Ireland from Ist January to 28th Septem- 
ber, 1929, was 590,520, as compared with 
566,097 for the corresponding period last 
year—an increase of 24,205,

WORK OF ZENANA BIBLE AND 
MEDICAL MISSION. 


The annual meeting of the Irish Branch of 
the Zenana Bible and Medical Mission was 
held in the Dawson Hall, Dublin, yesterday 
afternoon. Mr. W. Heughton Fry occupied 
the chair and explained to the meeting that 
he did so in the absence of Sir William 
Smyly, who was unable to be present because 
of the state of health of Lady Smyly. 

The work of the Mission, Mr. Fry said, 
was one of which they were all proud. It 
had been carried on now for nearly eighty 
vears. Its stations were scattered over 
India; there were some seventy missionaries 
and thirty. stations, and the total number of 
workers was about 350. In their Irish branch 
they had a good deal of encouragement of 
late. As far as finance was concerned, in 
the year closed they were practically as they 
had been the previous year, the amount con- 
tributed by the various branches throughout 
the country being £1,126, which was within 
a few shillings of that for the previous year. 
Of that sum, the Dublin branch contributed 
£530, which was encouraging, considering 
the many claims on the diminishing number 
of people in this country who were interested 
in the work of the Mission. Two new branch 
secretaries had been appointed during the 
year, and he paid a tribute to the excellent 
work done by Mrs. Strong in the branch 
she had. established at Kells. 

The meeting was addressed by Miss 
Nathan, of Nasur, who prefaced her remarks 
with a short statement as to the necessity 
for mission work. To those who asked why 
mission work was necessary, she said that it 
was carried on first because of the Lord’s 
dixect command, and, secondly, because of 
the impurity, callousness and cruelty of the 
non-Christian peoples. One had to go and 
live among non-Christians to realise their 
appalling cruelty to women and animals, and 
their impurities and dishonesty. Speaking of 
her work in India, she said that she had been 
thirty-seven years in India, all the time in 
the Punjab. She had beep in Lahore for 
thirty-four years in the Zenana school. That 
school had been in existence for fifty years. 
There were rather less than 300 pupils in the 


school, nearly two-thirds of them being the 
daughters of the better class Indian Chris- 
tians, and the remainder non-Christians,

A Problem. 


It is easy to advise people not to part 
with sound securities in times of unsettle- 
ment, such as lately experienced: but it. is 
not so easy to say what should be done by 
less fortunate. investors, who have been Jeft 
with quantities ‘of 1s. shares that now show 
a serious depreciation. As is well known, 
prices of these were carried to inflated levels 
during last year’s industrial share boom, and 
the collapse that has since taken place was 
inevitable. Because a share is of the de- 
nomination of 1s., 2s. or 5s., it does not 
necessaiily mark it as an unsatisfactory in- 
vestment ; but, almost without exception, the 
more speculative concerns floated last year 
had their capital largely in the form of 1s. 
or 2s. Ordinary or Deferred Shares, the pro- 
moters knowing that the public were more 
likely to subscribe for such shares than if. 
the denomination were £1. Some of the com- 

anies may emerge on the right side, but 
it is safe to say that many will never earn 
anything for their shareholders, and the best 
thing that those interested can do is to write 
the investment off as a loss. Where the 
nominal quotation is a few pence only it is 
scarcely worth while to sell, if only because 
of the chance of something happening to 
produce a better market. 


Oils and Rubbers. 


Two of the more speculative departments of 
the Stock Exchange, those for Oil and Rubber 
Shares, are now showing more firmness. In 
the first case, the revival is largely due to 
support by New York, thus confirming the 
impression that more hopeful views are now 
taken of the prospects of a curtailment of 
production in America. In the case of 

ubber Shares a recovery has been brought 
about by reports of negotiations with the 
Dutch producers, with a view to a stabilisa- 
tion of prices.

PRODUCE. 


HOW TO MAINTAIN. THEM. 
B: NTIFUL nature and. niggardly buy- 


ing, or niggardly nature and expansive 
buying—these are the “ pairs of oppo- 
sites” * by which the farmers industry 1s 
beset. While the individual farmer may think 
his interests are clearly bound up either in 
the pros or the cons of protectionist theory, 
his class as a whole is divided. Whether a 
referendum of Free State farmers would sup 
port the view that the importation of maize 
should. be so réstiicted as to.compel buyers to 
purchase, with. their 85 per cent. the im- 
ported ‘feed,’ ‘some 15 per ‘cent. of home- 
grown barley, or would reject this “i jnterfer- 
ence ” with natural supply and demand can 
only be guessed, i 
What is certain is that farmers requiring 
cheap feeding stuff would almost certainly 
vote “No,” and farmers with barley to dis- 
pose of, who are faced with a probable sale, 
at or below the bare costs of production, 
would ‘probably. vote “Yes.” A referendum 
on the importation of oats would not yield 
any clearer results, although the conditions of 
the market at the moment have provoked an 
agitation against German ‘‘ dumping.’’ But we 
are not now arguing the ins and outs of such 
putative protection. 


Barley, Wheat, and Butter Prices. 


We are constantly being reminded—it. is 
true and important—that the barley industry 
affects nine out of twenty-six counties, and it 
has been suggested, at an interview between 
representatives of barley growers and the 
Ministry, that the dairying interests, in 
which the Government intervened to the 
extent of making advances to enable co-opera- 
tive societies to purchase the property and 
“milk supply " of retiring proprietors, were 
active only in five. We might argue that 
more than twice that. number of counties is 
irterested in the success of the dairying in- 
dustry. What we are mainly concerned with 
now is the fact that, urgently needed and 
valuable in 11s results as the Government's 
action in regard to dairying hag proved, that 
industry, too, in spite of this action, is a 
cause of some criticism on the part of 
farmers; not only wheat. and wats, but butter 
and eggs, it 1s asserted, are selling below 
their natural value this season. Let us 
examine this complaint, then, so far as iu 
relates to dairying. . 


Is Irish Butter Properly Paid For? 


Earlier in the Season on this page, we ex- 
pressed the view that Irish creamery huitter 
was holding its OWn against formidable com- 
petitors, such as Denmark and New Zealand. 
We consider. this view justified by the nearer 
approach of the .best Irish butter to the 
maximum prices obtained during the seasen 
oy the best makes. Yet it must be admitted 
that the gap separating the highest quota 
tions on the market from those published for 
irish is still too wide. 

In last week's trade list. 202s.- to -205s. was 
quoted for Danish, against 178s. to 182s. for 
Jrish. Why is the gap so.wide? The 
answer is not easy. It may be pointed out, 
in reply, that a wider margin has frequently 
separated these quotations in recent years; 
that 182s. was not really our maximal price 
(in Glasgow Irish butter sold at 186s. to 
188s., in Bristol and Cardiff up to 184s.) ; that 
ac the turn of the season, with reduced ex- 
perts from Ireland, other countries with a 
different agricultural economy offer a surer 
market to the buyer, in regard, at least, to 
quantity; that published market quotations 
are no infallible guide to prices actually 
paid, and that, quality for quality, our ex- 
port is not as far behind ‘the maximum as 
some trade papers, with other interests to 
subserve, suggest. 

These explanations may, and do, account in 
some degree for the apparent discrepancy. It 
would be foolish, however, to deny that large 
quantities of well-made “Irish: butter sell for 
less than, in its makers’ estimation, it is 
worth. With that estimate we largely agree, 
but three influences probably tend to depre- 
ciate the Irish price: our reputation in the 
war and post-war years has left a recard 
which we have not yet entirely lived down ; 
there is still a small quantity of inferior 
butter marketed from Ireland, which not only 
brings its own necessarily ‘inferior price, but 
which depresses the price for most of our out- 
put, and, lastly, we do not handle our 
market intelligently enough. 


Can We Lessen Our Handicaps? 


Are these handicaps necessarily permanent? 
We are sure they are not. We have begun to 
live down those years in which careless 
manufacture left a “ bad-taste’’ in the mouths 
ol a lew consumers, and left us unjustly open 
to the imputation that much of our butter 
was ill-made. This season’s price, steadily 
ahead of last season's, is an evidence that 
we are on the up grade, though slowly. The 
work of the Department of, Agriculture con- 
stantly pursued is bringing us nearer to the 
time in which all, and not merely most, Irish 
creamery butter ‘will be reliable, ‘and will sell 
as a uniform product of very high quality. 

When we turn to marketing, indeed, the re-

PREPARATIONS FOR 
SUPPLEMENTING GRASS,

years leaves scarcely a doubt in the minds 
of the most conservative as to the wisdom 
and profit of the system. Naturally, if it pays 
on a small scale it will pay proportionately 
on a large one, provided it is managed 
with equal efficiency. The principal limiting 
factors to the area to be intensively manured 
and grazed is the head of stock for which 
fodder can be provided when pasture is scarce 
during ‘drought periods in summer, and the 
number which, at the end of the season, ean 
be profitably disposed of or fed over the 
winter. 


Value of Catch Crops. 


A method which has found

of growing catch crops for summer feeding. 
A crop. of spring sown rape or of rye and 
vetches provides an abundance of summer 
forage which can be cut to suit the require 
ments of the stock considerable 
period.

must contain similar materials, but in a 
different form. Grains, greens, grit and 
animal food constitute the needs of the hen, 
in addition to which she will need a con- 
stant supply of clean drinking water. A 
great many people overlook this most impor- 
tant item. 

Though no amount of good food can make 
the wrong type of hen into a good layer, the 
following method has been found most satis- 
factory when used for laying hens, and is 
the most economical one for the average 
poultry -keeper. 


chicken, 


Daily Rations. 

(1) Morning feed should be given as early 
as possible—not later than 8.30—and should 
consist of grains raked into the litter to 
about a depth of six inches. This will enable 
the hens to get good exercise in securing it. 
To every twelve birds allow one quart of 
heavy oats, or three-quarters of a quart of 
wheat or cracked maize. In winter use equal 
proportions of cracked maize and wheat 
oats. The grains may be mixed or may be 
given separately’ on aiternate mornings. 
Sometimes it is found more convenient to 
bury the grains in the litter on the previous 
evening, as it saves time in the morning, 
and ensures the fowls having their breakfast 
in good time. “This should not be done until 
the hens have gone to roost, and never 
unless the house is rat proof. 

{2) At mid-day give heads of raw, fresh 
cabbage. They may be placed in a wire 
basket which is suspended from the roof of 
the house at a height of about 2sft. from 
the floor. The fowls really. enjoy jumping 
for the greens, and get wonderful exercise. 
Swedes may be substituted, and about Janu- 
ary mangels are useful. These latter, how- 
ever, produce very pale egg yolks, to counter- 
act which more maize should be given in 
the foods, or a little sulphate of iron or 
rusty irons in the drinking water. 

(3) Afternoon—Between 2 and 3 p.m.. give 
a mash made up of cooked vegetables, such as 
potatoes, cabbage, and any house scraps, 
dried off with mixed meals and bran to a 
crumbly mixture. Fish meal is the best 
and cheapest means of providing animal 
food, and it should be added to the other 
meals in the proportion of 1-1}lb. fish meal 
to every 10lb. of meals. The quantity of 
mash given will largely depend on the 
amount of eggs produced. If in full lay about 
two quartfuls will be required for every 
ten or twelve birds. 

It is always wiser to cive a hittle more than 
they seem to need, and after an hour or so 
ary remaining in the troughs may be re- 
moved. This method enables the shy and 
vounger birds to get their share after their 
more aggressive sisters have fed. 

(4) Evening—A hen should always retire on 
a full crop, otherwise the egg yield dwindies. 
Remember, she has a long fast before her, and 
should have sufficient to sustain her. A little 
grain or cooked cracked maize makes a good 
supper. The maize is cooked by pouring on it 
just sufficient water to cover and then steam- 
ing it over a verv slow fire, at the side of the 
range or in a cong] oven, for some hours hefore 
needed. It will increase to about twice its 
original bulk in this way, and ts especially 
valuable during the winter. Give it on alter. 
nate nizhts or alternate weeks, giving gram 
in between. 


Need for Grit and Water. 


Grit and shell should never forgotten 
The grit supplies the function of teeth and 
aids in the digestion of food, while the shell, 
composed mainly of lime, goes to form the 
shell of the ecg. 

Clean, fresh water should be provided at 
least once a day: it should be renewed oftener 
during hot weather. It is best given either 
in an improvised fountain, consisting of an 
inverted tin vessel with a row of holes on 
top or in a regular fountain, which is well 
worth the few shillings it costs. These “ foun 
fains ' are so made as to allow only a gentle 
flow of water from the container into the 
drinking trough; thus the supply cannot be 
contaminated. 

We hope to go deeply into this subject of 
feeding later on, as it 1s a most important 
one, and just, in conclusion, note that there 
is no need to give spices or other expensive 
patent foods to laying flocks, All the hen re- 
quires for health and production is plain good 
food, and. plenty of it, at reevlar hours.

One of the most encouraging 
co-operative dairying in County Wexford 1s 
to be found in the creamery worked by 
the Inch Co-operative Dairy Society, Ltd., 
at Inch Railway Station, ween Arklow 
and Gorey, of which Mr. W. ¢ Metxe 
president. 

Instead of having an overdraft at the bank, 
as so many others have, this Society is 
the position of having a sum of £629 to its 
credit for the year 1926.

In view of the increasing volume of busi- 
ness an extension of the buildings has be- 
come necessary, and this, with additional 
plant, is being provided for by an outlay of 
about a thousand pounds a year. 
Additions to the premises include a chilling 
store. without which no creamery can qualify 
for the National Brand under the Dairy 
Produce Act; a new office and boardroom. 
and a new separated milk distribution plat- 
form. At the moment this creamery has 
620 suppliers and a daily milk supply of 
4,500 gallons. It is expected that the total! 
supply for 1929 will reach 750,000 gallons, 
due to an increase in the number of suppliers. 
The average percentage of butter-fat in the 
milk supplied this season ranged from 3.7 t 
4.4. The last-named figure was reached in 
February, when 1.9 gallons of milk were 
sufficient to make Llb. butter. In September 
it took 2.17Ib. milk to make 1b. butter, the 
test being 3.7. per cent. butter-fat. 
The average price paid per gallon, skim 
milk and buttermilk being returned free, 
ranged from 64d. to almost 7d. 


STRAW AS FODDER. 


N the present season, whilst hav is scarco 
| and dear, straw can be used for fodder 
by those who have it. The respective 
merits of the straws of oats, barley and whea 
are not markedly unequal, and any kind, 
Saved in good condition, is better than anv 
other kind at all damaged Straw may be 
more suitable for one class of animal than for 
another—e.g., the bullock rather than the 
dairy cow—but SO long as If Is accompanied 
by roota or other succulent fodder. it is a uee- 
ful adjunct to farm dietary generally There 
is this at least to be said for it—for the pro- 
duction of bodily heat, straw is just about as 
valuable as hay: hence it is utilised to best 
advantage in cold weatlier and by animals out 
of doors in winter, and straw flavoured with 
treacle ix irresistible to all classes of stock. 
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
